PREFACE 


To  the  Chainaan  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee, 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Armual  Repoi't  upon 
the  health  of  Braughing  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending 
December,  1965- 

The  population  figures  have  shown  a very  small  increase  of 
only  20  as  compared  with  l60  the  previous  year,  the  total  populs.tion 
being  10,310«  Thus  over  the  past  few  years  the  population  of  the 
district  has  remained  relatively  static. 

Once  again  the  hoa.lth  of  the  District  has  been  very  good 
with  nothing  of  consequence  to  report  except  a sii:.A.l  outbreak  of 
Measles, 


The  Public  Health  Department  was  greatly  handicapped  dm'ing 

1965  as  Mr,  N,A,  Shutes  left  in  March  to  take  up  an  appointment 
vath  Cosford  R„D„Cinv;hich  I wilsh  him  every  success,  A successor 
to  Mr.  Shutes  was  not  appointed  mitil  October,  and  d.uririg  the 
intervening  seven  months  Mr,  Evans  had  to  carry  out  the  duties  both 
of  Surveyor  and  sole  Public  Health  Inspector,  Tills  laid  a heavy 
burden  upon  him,  and  I am  grateful  to  liim  for  the  way  in  which  he 
discharged  his  Public  Health  obligations,  efficiently  and  without 
complaint,  although  we  both  know  tha,t  lack  of  tine  dictacted  that 
only  the  bare  essentials  could  be  covered.  In  October  'the 
position  was  relieved  by  the  appointment  of  Mr,  M.R,  Gibbs,  who 
came  to  Braughing  from  Thame  U,D,G„  I have  pleasure  in  welcoming 
l/lr,  Gibbs  and  trust  that  he  will  have  a long,  happy  and  fruitful 
stay  iii  his  new  post. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  schemes  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
report  have  made  progress  though  delay  w’as  caused  by  bad  vveather.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  Furneux  Pelham  scheme  will  be  completed  early  in 

1966  and  the  Buntingford  scheme  in  the  summer  of  I966.  It  is  as 
yet  difficult  to  forecast  the  date  of  completion  of  tlie  extensive 
Much  Hadham,  Little  Ha,dham  and  ¥idford  joint  project, 
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In  a large  rural  district  where  it  is  impossible  for  piped 
water  to  be  available  to  every-one,  it  is  of  paramount  importance 
that  constant  supervision  be  excerised  over  the  T/r.ter  coming  from 
T/ellSo  With  only  one  Public  Health  Inspector  available  it  is  not 
alws.ys  possible  to  carry  out  as  man3''  tests  as  night  be  deemed 
desirable,  but  the  fact  that  such  examinations  must  not  be  overlooked 
is  always  borne  in  mind. 

There  hc-ve f ortuiiateHy  been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  repoi-ted 
within  recent  years  and  again  fortunately  there  is  a,  high  level 
of  iimaunisation  against  this  disease  amongst  iiifants  and  children 
in  the  Counti'-,  However,  elsev/here  in  the  U.K,  there  is  concern 
about  the  acceptance  rate.  The  oral  polio  vaccine  is  simple  to 
administer  and  adults  who  may  be  travelling  abroad  to  epidemic 
areas  v;ould  be  well  advised  to  have  a booster  dose.  The  fact  that 
an  infectious  disease  has  not  occurred  recently  can  tend  to  make 
people  careless.  In  addition  to  poliomyelitis  this  applies  also  to 
smallpox,  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria.  Preventive  measures  are 
always  available  and  the  public  should  remember  to  use  of  them, 

bochfor  their  children  and  themselves. 

My  thanlcs  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  Coimuittee,  the  Council 
and  their  respective  Chairmen  for  the  continued  support  I have 
received  from  them  and  for  the  continual  interest  thej"-  have 
shown  in  Public  Health  matters. 

I am  also  grateful  to  Mr.  Evans,  Mr,  G-ibbs  and  to  the  other 
Chief  Officer  of  this  Council  for  all  the  help  they  ha/o  afforded 
me  during  the  past  ^'■ear.

EErffiRAL  STATISTICS 


The  small  increase  of  l60  v/hich  occurred,  in  the  population 
figures  in  I96I,  fell  sharply  to  20  in  I965.  The  estimated,  mid- 
year population  for  I965  was  10,310  as  compared  vlth  10,290  in 

1964. 


The  number  of  houses  per  acre  has  remained  the  same  as  in 
1964,  while  the  number  of  persons  per  house  fell  from  3.2  to  3.1. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  rose  by  7 from  172  to  179, 
giving  a 4ive  birth  rate  of  17.35  compared  with  18.10  for  the 
County  and  l8,l  for  England  and  vVales.  There  were  3 still  births 
compared  with  1 in  I964  The  deaths  fell  from  134  to  101  giving  a death- 
rate  of  9«89  compared  with  9.07  for  the  County  and  11.5  for  England 
and  Wales.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  and  the  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  fell  from  6 to  3. 

CAUSE  OF  DEATti. 

Once  again  diseasesof  the  heart  and  blood  vessels 
were  responsible  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  there  being  3I 
out  of  101  or  approximately  a third  of  the  totad.  Of  those  3I, 
li^-  were  due  to  coronary  disease,  9 of  v?hich  occurred  over*  the 
age  of  65.  Closely  following  heart  disease  came  all  forms  of  malignant 
disease  with  a total  of  23,  of  which  8 were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung.  The.re  w^ere  no  cases  of  leulcaemia.  Third  in  the  list  were 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nemrous  system  vd.th  18  deaths  and  of  tliese 
16  wrere  over  the  age  of  65. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  motor  accidents  and  the  2 
accidental  deaths  w'ere  due  to  asphxia.  Of  the  3 deaths  under  1 
year  of  age,  2 were  due  to  asplixia  and  1 due  to  homicide. 

Deaths  over  the  age  of  70  gave  the  following  figures 
according  to  age  groups 

70-79  00-8i  90-99 

36  29  9 

This  gives  a total  of  74  out  of  101  deaths,  much  more  than  half, 
and  gives  an  indication  of  the  longevit^r  enjoyed  in  tliis  area.  In  the  over 
90  age  group  the  oldest  person  v/as  95. 
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IIIEECTIOUS  DISEASE, 


During  19^5  there  was  a small  outbreak  of  Ileasles, 
totalling  67  cases.  Five  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  were  reported, 
this  being  a notifiable  disease  in  Hertfordshire  and  East  Anglia. 
Infective  Hepatitis  is  a disease  of  viral  origin  often  associated  with 
a breakdoT/n  in  food  hygiene  precautions  or  less  frequently  due  to  a 
contarinated  water  supply.  While  it  can  be  spread  by  contacts  it  is 
a matter  of  great  difficulty  to  pin-point  its  origin. 

Apart  from  these  incidents,  the  District  was  untroubled  by 
any  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  rcrm-incd  at  57- 
Two  ne\i  cases  were  added  to  the  registers  1 left  the 
district  and  1 was  cured.  Of  these  57,  39  pulmonary  and  18 

no  n-pulmo  nary .

Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  ny  annual  report  for  I965. 

For  approximately  two  thirds  of  the  year  the  Council  were 
v/ithout  the  services  of  an  officer  engaged  primarily  on  Public  Health 
duties,  consequently  during  that  period  only  urgent  matters  ’."ere  dealt 
with  apart  from  meat  inspection  on  w’hich  100^  inspections  were  carried 
out  of  all  animals  slaughtered  at  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses, 

I should  like  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Council's  staff  for  the  help  and 
considero.tion  given  me  on  taking  up  my  appointment. 


The  majority  of  the  district  is  served  by  mains  v.'ater  supplied 
by  the  Lee  Valley  h'ater  Board,  During  the  year  the  Board  reported 
that  251  bacteriological  and  I5  chemical  water  samples  were  taken  in 
this  district  and  all  were  satisfactory, 

A total  of  36  samples  v;a,s  taken  from  private  water  supplies. 
Of  these  11  v;ere  unsatisfactory,  the  majority  being  from  shallow 
wells.  Householders  were  advised  to  boil  all  water  before  drinking  or 
using  for  cooking  purposes. 

One  private  shallovj  well  supply  at  Hestmill  failed  towards  the 
end  of  1961,  The  property  v^as  supplied  with  v:ater  by  the  Hater  Board 
until  the  v/ell  supply  vi[as  restored  some  weeks  later

Hadhan  and  Little  Hadhan,  and  (3)  I’urneux  Pelham,  have  made  fair 
progress  during  the  year.  The  latter  sliould  be  completed  shortly 
and  the  other  tv;o  during  19 6 6., 


Septic  Tanlo  Emptying  Scheme. 


This  direct  labour  scheme  whereby  each  domestic  premises,  not 
capable  of  being  sev^ered,  receives  one  free  emptying  a.  year,  has 
been  v^orlcing  under  some  difficulty,  due  to  pressure  of  v/ork.  It 
was  found  necessary  on  one  occasion  to  employ  contractors  to  help  out, 

while  the  sewerage  schemes  due  to  be  completed  next  year  ^.dll 
lessen  the  load,  particularly  in  regard  to  cert/.in  council  houses 
where  bi-weelcly  emptyings  are  necessary,  it  is  anticipated  tliat  it 
vdll  be  some  tine  before  any  appreciable  effect  will  be  noticed. 

Refuse  Collection  a.nd  Disposal, 


During  the  j/ear  it  was  found  possible  to  collect  weekly  from 
approximately  75%  of  the  cd strict,  the  remadnder  receiving  a f ortnightl3'' 
collection.  In  I966  v/eelcly  collections  are  to  be  made  tliroughout  the 
disti'ict  following  the  introduction  of  a bonus  scheme  \/hi.ch  it  is  hoped 
will  help  to  retain  labour. 

All  refuse  is  now  tipped  at  Ha.dlian  Towers,  Much  Hadliam,  vdvich 
is  used  jointly  by  this  Authority  and  the  Bishop’s  Stortford  Urban 
District  Council, 
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Pest  Destruction, 


The  Council  continued  to  make  use  of  a fim  of 
contractors  at  Royston  for  dealing  i/ith  rat  and  nice  infestation  at 
domestic  premises.  The  same  firm  also  carry  out  treatments  at  Semage 
works  and  at  the  refuse  tip  and  have  contra.cts  ^.i-th  the  occupiers  of 
"business  premises  and  local  farms.  Infestations  were  heavy  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  as  78  of  the  I36  premises  treated  were  dealt 
with  from  October  to  Decem"ber.  In  addition,  three  treatments  were 
carried  out  at  verminous  premises.
